Of what we have been setting 
f-irth, our relation to God as dependents, 
nis bounty and goodness towards us, ana 
His claims to our gratitude, bused upon 
all this, and showing itself in thanksgiv- 
ing aud praise as we ordinarily use those 
words. 


How much, my dear hearer, ovest 


thou unto Gody You may have felt 
that YOU owe him nothing; that what you 
are you havo made yourself; that you are 
in fuct, independent of God. If this im- 
pression weie the true one, thtn you 
would have no need to corae into this 
sauctuary to praise God for His goodness 
to you. Butit has betn tho aim ot what 
lias been written already to show the 
truth of what St. Paul BB>S, that "iu God 
we live and move and havo our boinp,"— 
to show how entirely dependent you aru 
upon God, and that as all you are and nil 
you have, aud all you may have, COILO 
irom him, \ ou ought to thank and praiso 
Him.

In orJer to be properly grateful 
you must have some just tense of the 
debt you owe to God, begin now, reckon 
your iudeiitoduees to God that your 
gratitude may be stimulated. You have 
much comfort, perhaps super-abuuduueo 
of temporal things, some fame for acqiur 
ment or skill, sum position of honor, 
some social consideration. 
How much 


of all this comes of tho goodness of God 
and how much is your own? Separate 
from tbe same total all that you are de- 
pendent upon God for and now much 
will be left? If there is little or noth- 
ing that is your own left, then your grat- 
itude ought to swell out into grand pro- 
portions aud be of tho most enduring 
character. 


There is an old story, of a man, very 


anxious to get on in life who made a com- 
pact with Sutin.

lead him in various and increasing ways 
of prosperity, and for the help thus giv- 
en the evil oae was to have a full half of 
all the man made.
